FAREWELL  TO  THEIR  HOMELAND  AND  ARRIVAL  IN  THE  NEW 


In  August  1843  grandfather  Hermann  Henry  Bohning,  Sr.,  and  Maria 
Eleonore,  his  wife,  and  eight  children  (one,  their  son  Henry  having 
preceded  them  in  1842)  left  their  home  town,  Linne,  Hanover,  and 
emigrated  to  establish  a  new  home  in  America. 

Here  we  will  follow  the  citation  received  from  Uncle  Ernst  H.  Bohning, 
one  of  the  emigrant’s  children  as  we  read  in  his  reminiscenses :  “The 
journey  to  Bremen,  per  horse  and  wagon  required  nearly  three  days. 
On  the  fourth  day  we  continued  to  port  and  on  the  seventh  day  with  182 
passengers  we  set  sail  on  the  Marina,  a  three  mast  sail  boat,  managed 
by  Captain  Witting,  a  fine  Christian  character,  a  special  friend  of  the 
children.  When  leaving,  the  passengers  remained  on  deck,  some  with 
tears  in  their  eyes,  to  see  the  coast  of  their  fatherland  gradually  dis¬ 
appearing. 

We  were  most  fortunate  to  have  a  pleasant  journey  most  of  the  time  — 
a  storm  twice,  the  night  following  our  departure  and  one  at  the  end  of  the 
third  week.  We  had  pleasant  passengers,  good  management  and  good 
board.  Every  Sunday  and  nearly  every  day  we  had  our  divine  services. 

Mr.  Koring,  a  farmer  from  Prussia,  read  the  sermon  and  we  sang  our 
choral  songs,  in  which  the  captain  and  most  of  the  sailors  took  part.  My 
youngest  sister,  one  year  old  (later  known  as  Mrs.  Fred  Walker  of  North 
Dover,  Ohio)  was  nearly  always  seasick;  my  mother  was  able  to  bring 
her  on  deck  for  several  hours  to  recuperate  during  the  fair  weather.  Two 
of  the  younger  passengers,  W.  Brinker  and  Mr.  Faber,  amused  the 
gathering  with  their  jokes. 

In  the  middle  of  the  6th  week  the  pilots  appeared  and  after  a  few  days 
we  landed  in  Baltimore,  about  Oct.  1,  1843.’’

“On  our  arrival  here  all  marched  with  sack  and  pack  to  the  railroad 
depot.  Here  we  met  the  first  negroes.  The  traveling  was  not  as  now-a- 
days  in  pullmans  and  chair-coaches.  The  cars  were  flat  cars,  equipped 
with  unplaned  double  cross  benches,  some  sitting  with  the  faces  to  the 
front;  others  facing  the  rear.  A  board  roof  protected  us  from  rain  and 
sunshine. 

The  iron  horse  that  was  to  bring  us  nearer  to  the  place  of  destination 
was  small.  It  had  a  stomach  like  a  sugar  barrel,  a  neck  like  a  stove  pipe, 
standing  upright,  no  head  and  no  tail.  The  interior  restless,  roaring  like 
a  fermenting  vat.  These  were  the  annoying  emotions. 

The  country  we  traveled  through  was  only  sparingly  populated, 
in  clearings  now  and  then  a  loghouse  was  noticed. 

The  journey  through  Pennsylvania  was  part  by  rail  and  part  by 
canal-boat.  One  morning  we  were  placed  on  a  crowded  canal-boat. 
By  day  the  men  and  boys  would  walk  on  the  tow-path  alongside  the  boat, 
but  at  night  it  was  difficult  to  place  all  on  deck.  Some  of  the  small 
children  were  tied  with  a  rope  to  prevent  them  from  falling  into  the 
water.  After  a  three-day  journey  we  were  put  on  the  railroad  to  travel 
through  the  Pennsylvania  mountain  region.  The  next  morning  we  con¬ 
tinued  per  canal-boat  again  which  brought  us  to  Pittsburgh.  It  was  a 
smoky  city.  On  this  journey  we  also  learned  our  first  English.  We  had 
learned  the  meaning  of  ‘Yes’  and  ‘No’,  the  meaning  of  ‘two’  and  ‘three’, 
and  ‘more  bread’,  etc.  — ”

“The  third  canal-boat  ride  brought  us  to  Cleveland.  A  Mr.  Ernst  Steck- 
rneyer  accompanied  us  on  this  trip  from  Pittsburgh;  he  came  here  to 
meet  his  wife.  He  could  tell  us  how  long  the  journey  would  still  be. 

One  of  our  young  passengers,  a  daughter  of  Mr.  Hagemeyer,  became 
ill.  There  was  no  medical  aid  at  hand,  only  comforting  words.  She  died 
when  near  the  city  of  Akron,  Ohio,  where  a  Christian  burial  was  solemn¬ 
ized. 

On  our  arrival  in  Cleveland  on  October  22,  1843,  we  soon  met  our 
friend,  Mr.  Frederick  Borges,  a  tailor,  and  Mr.  Fred  Toensing,  a  shoe¬ 
maker,  who  lived  in  the  near  neighborhood. 

Brother  Henry  and  friend  Ernst  Borges  lived  six  miles  away  and 
were  able  to  meet  and  greet  them  the  next  morning.  That  it  was  a  happy 
reunion  when  all  were  united  again  is  self  evident. 

During  the  winter  the  family  remained  in  the  city,  doing  whatever 
work  could  be  found.  Grandfather  in  his  spare  time  was  on  the  search  to 
locate  suitable  farmland  where  he  could  establish  a  home.  He  found 
what  he  desired  and  purchased  a  farm,  in  original  Lot  480  in  Newburgh 
Township,  six  miles  south  of  the  city  of  Cleveland.  In  April,  1844,  he 
and  family  took  possession  of  the  place  and  here  established  his  new 
home,  where  work  was  plentiful,  and  the  farm  furnished  them  their 
daily  bread.”

For  their  spiritual  welfare  to  hear  the  Gospel  preaching,  receive  the  Holy 
Sacraments,  etc.,  the  grandparents  and  their  family  traveled  six  miles  to 
the  city,  to  Zion’s  Lutheran  Church,  a  church  of  their  faith.  The  travel¬ 
ing  on  unimproved  roads,  riding  on  horse-drawn  wagons  and  sometimes 
walking  the  distances  was  a  real  hardship. 

After  ten  years  duration  this  was  overcome  when  with  other  friends  and 
relatives  they  organized  the  St.  John’s  Evangelical  Lutheran  church  and 
school,  served  by  Pastor  Strieter. 

Grandfather  and  all  of  his  children  became  members,  and  all  are 
buried  on  St.  John’s  Lutheran  Cemetery,  except  two  daughters;  Mrs. 
M.  E.  Hoelter,  a  widow,  who  moved  to  St.  Louis  in  the  year  1900,  to 
live  with  her  son,  teacher  Henry  F.  Hoelter,  where  she  died  in  1902, 
and  Mrs.  A.  M.  D.  Walker,  who  became  a  member  of  St.  Paul’s  Ev. 
Lutheran  Church  in  North  Dover,  Ohio,  her  place  of  residence,  death 
and  burial.

When  grandfather  Bohning  emigrated  in  1843,  two  of  his  sisters  remained 
in  the  old  fatherland.  His  sister  Maria  Elizabeth  Bohning  was  married 
to  Jobst  Henry  Walker,  of  Brockhausen,  Hanover,  November  21,  1816. 
They  left  their  home  in  the  latter  part  of  August  1845,  and  set  sail  for 
America  on  the  three  mast  sailboat  Friedrich  Schiller,  managed  by  an 
elderly  and  friendly  captain  named  Spieler,  landing  in  Baltimore,  October 
16th. 

They  remained  in  Baltimore  during  the  winter  until  the  end  of  August 
1846.  Here  they  had  found  employment  which  assisted  them  to  continue 
their  journey  to  Pittsburgh.  Their  son  Gerhard  Henry  Walker,  attended 
school  during  their  stay  in  Baltimore  and  was  confirmed  by  Pastor  Weil. 
Grandfather  had  promised  them  he  would  meet  them  in  Pittsburgh  per 
horse  and  wagon  and  bring  them  to  Cleveland.  The  date  set  arrived 
and  on  meeting  each  other  they  soon  journeyed  homeward  on  the  covered 
wagon,  finishing  the  trip  to  Newburgh  in  five  days.  They  stayed  here 
eight  days,  then  moved  to  Cleveland,  renting  three  rooms  in  the  third 
story  in  Mr.  Frederick  Borges’  apartment,  corner  Superior  and  Merwin 
Streets. 

The  husband  followed  his  mason  trade.  After  a  few  years  he  bought 
a  lot  on  Monroe  Street,  built  a  house  and  moved  into  his  own  home. 

The  above  statements  are  quoted  from  notations  made  by  Gerhard 
Henry  Walker  who  came  with  his  parents.  He  also  states  that  the 
Hellmann  and  Franz  family  arrived  here  in  the  year  1850. 

In  the  family  of  Jobst  H.  and  Maria  Elizabeth  Walker  were  nine 
living  children.

Grandfather’s  sister,  Hedwig  Bicker,  with  her  youngest  son,  H.  Bicker 
left  the  old  fatherland  to  come  to  America  in  the  year  1857  on  the  sail¬ 
boat  Helena.  She  became  .ill  on  the  journey  and  died  on  the  boat,  being 
buried  at  sea,  the  Atlantic  Ocean  her  grave. 

Her  son  arrived  here  safely,  found  a  home  in  Cleveland,  and  married 
Mary  C.  Splete.  They  became  members  of  Zion’s  Lutheran  Church, 
where  their  children  and  descendants  are  still  members. 

He  was  a  soldier  in  the  Civil  War  and  died  July  27,  1883,  at  the  age  of 
38.  His  wife,  Mary  C.,  died  January  19,  1938,  at  the  age  of  91  years. 

The  elder  brother,  J.  H.  Bicker,  established  his  home  here,  at  that 
time  known  as  Independence.  He  was  one  of  the  charter  members  of 
our  St.  John’s  Ev.  Lutheran  Congregation  and  he  died  here  February  20, 
1899,  age  73  years. 

His  wife  Elizabeth,  nee  Lange,  followed  him  in  death  March  29,  1914. 
They  left  a  family  of  nine  children,  five  sons  and  four  daughters,  now 
all  deceased  except  one  son  and  one  daughter. 

One  grandson.  Rev.  Arthur  M.  Bicker,  is  now  Pastor  in  Warsaw, 
Illinois. 

Another  brother,  Ernst  Bicker,  established  his  home  in  Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin,  in  1855.

Small  family  gatherings  were  happening  now  and  then  in  the  family 
circle.  As  the  relationship  grew  larger  it  became  more  difficult  to  keep 
acquainted  and  keep  up  a  social  friendship  with  our  relatives.  Several 
members  suggested  to  hold  a  yearly  family  reunion  on  a  certain  day  to 
which  all  members  be  invited  renewing  friendship  with  the  older  mem¬ 
bers  and  meeting  and  greeting  the  newcomers. 

The  first  yearly  Family  Reunion  was  held  August  13,  1916.  On  the 
invitations  sent  out  225  answered  the  call  by  making  their  appearance; 
others  remembered  their  relatives  by  sending  greetings. 

Prof.  Edward  Hoelter  from  Chicago  came  the  distance  to  meet  and 
greet  his  kin.  Many  may  remember  the  fine  speech  he  delivered.  At  the 
time,  the  gathering  enjoyed  his  sayings,  and  answered  with  applause. 

The  assembly  sang  the  songs:  “The  Lord  Hath  Helped  Me  Hitherto” 
and  “Praise  to  the  Lord,  the  Almighty”.  In  the  business  meeting  follow¬ 
ing  the  Reunion  was  organized  permanently  with  the  election  of  Mr. 
August  C.  Lamp  of  Lakewood,  as  the  first  president.  Prof.  Edward 
Hoelter  of  Chicago,  John  H.  Toensing  and  Henry  F.  Toensing  from  our 
St.  John’s  Congregation,  and  Frank  Meilander  of  North  Dover,  Ohio, 
were  elected  as  Vice-Presidents.  H.  H.  Bohning  was  elected  Secretary 
and  Treasurer. 

A  picture  was  taken  of  members  who  had  assembled. 

The  Family  Reunion  meetings  were  held  yearly  thereafter. 

In  1940  the  Silver  Anniversary  was  held  with  426  attending.

(1843-1943) 

President  August  C.  Lamp  in  his  address  to  the  Family  Reunion  held 
August  12,  1917,  said  in  part: 

“What  a  transformation  has  taken  place  since  the  time  of  the  arrival 
of  our  forefathers  in  1843. 

After  a  hazardous  journey  the  family  located  in  this  neck  of  the 
woods — in  Newburgh.  Horses,  oxen,  prairie  schooners,  and  canaLboats 
were  the  express  and  freight  equipment  for  transportation.  They  had  to 
hew  their  way  through  the  forests  and  hills  and  thus  establish  openings 
and  country  roads  for  the  home  and  fireside.  And  then  was  built  the 
crude  primitive  log  and  block-houses  which  were  dearly  cherished  as 
their  homes. 

They  were  handy  men,  they  were  crafty  and  deft  and  determined,  and 
with  the  spiritual  guidance  of  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  universe  they 
accomplished  their  undertaking. 

Today,  how  time  and  tide  has  completely  transformed  man’s  mode  of 
living  and  transportation.  On  the  highways,  on  the  farms,  and  in  the 
home,  we  enjoy  the  luxurious  conveniences  in  every  occupation.’’ 

All  this  our  forefathers  did  not  have.  Let  us  pause  for  a  moment  and 
appreciate  more  fully  the  things  we  can  enjoy  and  which  they  made 
possible  for  us.
